Students

Local students are inch¬ 
ing closer to being career- 
and college-ready. 

For the most part, test 
results recently released 
for a pair of national ex¬ 
ams show improvement 
for the school districts in 
Henderson, Union and 
Webster counties. 

Henderson County 
Schools Superintendent 
Thomas Richey said the 
latest test results are evi¬ 
dence that progress is be¬ 
ing made. 

“Our goal of college and 
career readiness for each 
student by 2016 is a for¬ 
midable task, but one that 
can be achieved,” he said. 
“I am confident that higher 
levels of progress will be 
demonstrated through or¬ 
chestrated efforts in teach¬ 
ing and learning as we 
move forward to reach the 
standard of excellence.” 

The Explore test is 
taken by eighth-graders. 
It’s the first in a series of 
national exams that test 
students’ knowledge in 
English, math, reading and 
science. 

The test determines 
whether students are col¬ 
lege- and/or career-ready 
by measuring whether 
they are at or above their 
grade level, or at bench¬ 
mark. 

North Middle School 
had the following per¬ 
centage of students who 
met benchmark in 2012: 
75.7 percent in English; 
35.5 percent in math; 36.6 
percent in reading; 19.2 
percent in science; 63 per¬ 
cent for the composite. 

South Middle School 
had the following percent¬ 
age of students who met 
benchmark in 2012: 78.9

and Kenergy Corp. are 
warning that the bills, if 
passed, could force oth¬ 
er consumers — which 
already are facing the 
possibility of major rate 
increases — to pay addi¬ 
tional millions of dollars 
per year for their own elec¬ 
tricity. 

Century Aluminum’s 
smelter in Hancock Coun¬ 
ty and Rio Tinto Alcan’s 
Sebree smelter have both 


said they are struggling to 
compete under the electric 
rates being charged by Big 
Rivers. The two smelters 
use 70 percent of Big Riv¬ 
ers’ power. 

Last August, Cen¬ 
tury served Big Rivers 
a 12-month notice of its 
intention to “cease opera¬ 
tions” at its 750-employee 
smelter — or, at least, to 
operate using power pur¬ 
chased from someone 


other than Big Rivers. 

To make up for the loss 
of Century, Big Rivers in 
mid-January submitted 
a request to state regula¬ 
tors to raise its rates by 
$74.5 million. If approved, 
that would raise rates for 
rural homes served by co¬ 
ops such as Kenergy by 
18.6 percent and increase 
Alcan’s power bill by 15.6 
percent. 

In late January, Alcan 


gave Big Rivers its own 
termination notice. As a 
result, Big Rivers is ex¬ 
pected to file for a second 
rate increase, according to 
Big Rivers President and 
CEO Mark Bailey. 

Bailey estimated the 
two rate increases com¬ 
bined would increase 
electric bills for Big Riv¬ 
ers’ remaining 112,000 
customers by as much as 
$110 million. 

Then on Tuesday, a pair

House panel 
passes bill 
to ban public 
smoking

FRANKFORT - Smokers 
in one of the nation’s top 
tobacco-producing states 
would have fewer places to 
light up under legislation 
that appears to be gaining 
momentum in the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature. 

The House Health and 
Welfare Committee voted 
Thursday to pass the mea¬ 
sure that would ban smok¬ 
ing in restaurants and 
other public places. That 
vote came one day after 
Gov. Steve Beshear used 
his annual State of the 
Commonwealth speech 
to urge lawmakers to take 
the action. 

“Over the years, we’ve 
taken numerous steps to 
reduce Kentucky’s historic 
addiction to tobacco,” Bes¬ 
hear said. Despite that, he 
said, Kentucky ranks high 
for the number of adults 
who smoke, teens who 
smoke and pregnant wom¬ 
en who smoke. 

“Our addiction hurts 
productivity, jacks up 
health care costs and kills 
our people,” he said 

Beshear said some three 
dozen cities and coun¬ 
ties in Kentucky already 
have smoking bans. That 
includes large cities like 
Lexington and Louisville as 
well as small towns like Be¬ 
atty ville and Manchester. 

The governor said the 
25 percent of Kentuckians 
who smoke still could light 
up, just not in places where 
they would expose others 
to secondhand smoke. 

The legislation now 
goes to the full House for 
consideration. 

House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg, 
said the measure, which 
would have been quashed 
in year’s past, appears to 
have a shot at passage this 
year. 

“It’s an easy vote if you 
think about it, because 
most of our cities and com¬ 
munities ... particularly 
the big ones where all the 
votes are, already have 
smoking bans,” Stumbo 
said.

Career trouble, perceived 
racism fuel ex-cop’s anger

Christopher Dorner sees 
himself as a crusader, a 6-foot, 
270-pound whistleblower who 
confronted racism early in life 
and believes he suffered in his 
career and personal life for 
challenging injustices from 
bigotry to dishonesty. 

He fulfilled his lifelong 
dream of becoming a Los 
Angeles cop in 2005, but saw 
it unravel three years later 
when he was fired after a 


police review board decided 
he falsely accused his training 
officer of kicking a mentally 
ill man in the face and chest. 
The incident led Dorner to 
plot violent revenge against 
those he believed responsible 
for his downfall, according 
to a 14-page manifesto police 
believe he authored because 
there are details in it only he 
would know. 

Police say Dorner began 
carrying out that plot last

NEW YORK -Guy Tozzoli, an official 
with the Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey who supervised the 
development of New York City’s 
original World Trade Center and 
then witnessed its destruction, has 
died at age 90. 

Tozzoli died Saturday in Myr¬ 
tle Beach, S.C. His death was an¬ 
nounced by the World Trade Cen¬ 
ters Association, an organization 
dedicated to furthering global trade 
that he founded in 1970 and led for 
four decades. 

As director of World Trade Center 
Development for the Port Authority 


in the 1960s, Tozzoli 
oversaw the design 
and construction of 
the 110-story towers 
that were the world’s 
tallest buildings from 
their dedication in 
1973 until the terrorist 
attack that felled them. 

Tozzoli was credit¬ 
ed with bringing Japa¬ 
nese architect Minoru Yamasaki to 
the project. 

He also fought for the famous 
Windows on the World restaurant to 
be included in the north tower, and 
it was his idea to use the dirt exca¬ 
vated for the trade center as landfill 


to build Battery Park City. 

Current Port Authority Executive 
Director Patrick Foye called Tozzoli 
a groundbreaking pioneer. 

“His dedication to the WTC site 
was instrumental in fostering world 
trade and economic development as 
a critical part of the Port Authority’s 
mission to create jobs and stimulate 
economic activity for the region,” 
Foye said. 

Tozzoli joined the Port Author¬ 
ity in 1946 and spent his entire ca¬ 
reer there except for two years of 
military service during the Korean 
War. In the 1950s, he helped design 
the world’s first container port in 
Newark, N.J.

Webster County High School is one of 
10 Kentucky schools to receive a Trans 
pARTation Grant that will be used to send 
students to arts events and performances 
at venues across the state. 

TranspARTation grants provide fund¬ 
ing to Kentucky classrooms for transpor¬ 
tation to and from live arts events. Grants 
are based on the mileage from the school 
building to the arts organization or per¬ 
formance venue and the number of buses 
necessary. 

The school received $1,376 to be used 
through June. 

“The number of schools that benefit 
from this program continues to grow 
with every round of applications,” said 
Lori Meadows, executive director of the

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State deserves 
full funding 
of pension plan

With the state legislature now in its 2013 session, 
Kentucky citizens can only hope that state leaders act 
quickly and responsibly to solve a state crisis. The un¬ 
funded liability of the Kentucky Retirement Systems is 
growing worse each year. 

Several variables can and do affect the financial con¬ 
ditions of KRS, but one that has been of concern to us 
for nearly two decades is the General Assembly’s inten¬ 
tional underfunding of their employer contributions to 
the pension systems. 

The group I represent, Kentucky Public Retirees, has 
been sounding the alarm for years to state leaders about 
this growing crisis. The longer they “kick the can down 
the road,” the larger, more difficult and more complex 
the crisis becomes. This still growing $18-plus billion 
unfunded liability creates serious jeopardy to KRS, cur¬ 
rent and retired public employees, and to Kentucky tax¬ 
payers. Our No. 1 priority this year will be the support of 
the full funding recommended by the 2012 Task Force 
on Kentucky Public Pensions. 

It is not fair to Kentucky taxpayers that this situa¬ 
tion has been permitted to worsen. It also is not fair 
or reasonable to punish city, county, state employees 
and retirees who had nothing to do with this growing 
crisis. Kentucky’s teachers, firefighters and librarians 
were not allowed to underfund employee contributions 
to the retirement systems. Our police officers and bus 
drivers paid our contributions on time, every time. We 
have served the citizens of Kentucky with many years 
of dedicated service with an understanding that the 
state would honor its legal and moral obligations that 
included the promise of certain retirement benefits in 
accordance with law. 

It was not Kentucky’s nurses or law enforcement of¬ 
ficers that passed the laws that for years made increases 
to the various benefit plans without assuring they would 
be funded. And, it isn’t our fault that the state legislature 
for most of the last 20 years has chosen to underfund 
the recommended employer contribution rates. The un¬ 
derfunding problem was compounded for years since 
KRS could not invest funds it never got for investment 
earnings. 

KPR provided input to state leaders for several years 
as we watched them continue to underfund the retire¬ 
ment systems. We were pleased by the formation of the 
2012 Pension Task Force and that public retirees were 
permitted to provide input. 

We support fully funding pensions, but so many of 
the current recommendations fail to address this critical 
component — and instead place an increased burden on 
Kentucky taxpayers and public employees. We are op¬ 
posed to legislation that will place a heavier tax burden 
on Kentucky taxpayers and oppose the loss of the small 
annual cost of living adjustment that many retirees badly 
need. Pensions are contractual, and we will oppose any 
legislation that breaks and dishonors the promised re¬ 
tirement benefits. We will also oppose any changes to the 
current KRS board of trustees making it more political 
without doing anything to help the unfunded liability. 

Members of KPR are very pleased that state leaders 
seem convinced that they must act quickly and respon¬ 
sibly to mend this huge financial crisis. We urge them to 
come up with valid solutions that will not punish retired 
senior citizens, who did not cause the problem and who 
served the state with dignity and years of service. 

Our organization represents thousands of Kentucky 
public retirees across the state in the Kentucky Employ¬ 
ees Retirement System, the State Police Retirement Sys¬ 
tem and the County Employees Retirement System. On 
their behalf, we urge our leaders to act responsibly and 
with restraint.

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NRA shoots down reasoned debate 


An organization I ut¬ 
terly oppose has bestowed 
upon me an honor of the 
highest order. The Nation¬ 
al Rifle Association’s Insti¬ 
tute for Legislative Action 
has put me on its enemies 
list, which it labels “Na¬ 
tional Organizations With 
Anti-Gun Policies.” 

The roster includes 
such organizations as the 
AARP, the AFL-CIO and 
the U.S. Catholic Confer¬ 
ence (a likely reference 
to the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops). 

Much farther down — 
after a long list of movie 
stars and celebrities — 
comes a subtitle that reads 
“Anti-Gun Journalists.” 
My name is listed among 
nearly 40 journalists that 
editorialize in favor of 
gun control laws. This is 
almost as good as a Pulit¬ 
zer, but not quite. 

All told, the NRA lists 
more than 500 entries. 

The list was posted 
in September, but I only 
found out about it recently 
when a reporter from Me¬ 
dia Matters for America, 
a media watchdog group, 
called for an interview. 

The gun control debate 
is now stuck between the 
White House and Con¬ 
gress, and coming ever 
closer to bleeding to death. 



President Barack Obama 
wants legislation debated 
and passed now. Repub¬ 
lican leaders want to de¬ 
lay until the horror of the 
Dec. 14 school massacre in 
Newtown, Conn., recedes. 

Congress should act — 
now. Last month, Mayors 
Against Illegal Guns re¬ 
leased a report calling for 
tougher regulation. “Ac¬ 
cess Denied” — presented 
by New York City Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, the 
group’s co-chair and its 
largest funder — states that 
“for the past decade or so: 
the federal government 
has conducted almost no 
scientific research on how 
criminals get and misuse 
guns, or what policies 
are effective at stopping 
them; law enforcement 
has been prohibited from 
sharing analyses of crime 
gun trace data with poli¬ 
cymakers and the press; 
and military leaders and 
doctors have been barred 
from talking about gun 


safety to people under 
their command or care. 
All of this, despite the fact 
that Americans murder 
each other with guns at 
nearly 20 times the rate 
of residents of other high- 
income countries.” 

Congress isn’t keeping 
this critical data from the 
public by itself. Its NRA- 
dependent members are 
following the call of the 
gun lobby. The NRA is 
helping them craft the de¬ 
lay. Why? As I have stated 
before, the NRA has de¬ 
generated from civil rights 
organization to nothing 
more than a promoter of 
gun sales for gun manu¬ 
facturers. Look behind 
each piece of legislation it 
sponsors or supports, and 
its background theme is 
“let’s sell more guns.” 

Why on earth would the 
NRA otherwise have come 
up with its ridiculous solu¬ 
tion to the Newtown mas¬ 
sacre? It proposed having 
an armed security officer 
at each school in America 
as the best way to stop 
school shootings. 

Let’s put aside, for the 
moment, the fact that pub¬ 
lic schools are woefully 
underfunded and that hav¬ 
ing an armed guard at each 
one would be unaffordable 
for most. The proposal was 


designed to sell hundreds 
of thousands more weap¬ 
ons to arm these guards. 

Since the shooting, 
there has been wide sup¬ 
port in Newtown for 
adding the officers to el¬ 
ementary schools since 
the shooting, the Wash¬ 
ington Post has reported. 
Just last week, I’m sorry 
to report, the Newtown 
school board followed 
the NRA’s lead. Members 
voted unanimously to re¬ 
quest an armed guard for 
each of the district’s four 
elementary schools. 

The only remaining bar¬ 
rier appears to be finan¬ 
cial: School resource of¬ 
ficers, or SROs, are police 
officers, and their salaries 
come out of the police bud¬ 
get. City officials need to 
approve the school board’s 
request before police ap¬ 
pear in schools. 

Financial barricades 
may bring down that ef¬ 
fort. But if school board 
members had had data 
showing that more guns 
are not the answer, they 
might have voted other¬ 
wise. 

The NRA is responsible 
for distorting the debate 
over gun control — and so 
are members of Congress 
who give blanket support 
to the organization.

Meanwhile, the 
commentators longed for 
a statement from the Na¬ 
tional Football League, 
something to confirm of¬ 
ficially that the lights had 
gone out, because they 
only had it unofficially and 
therefore were left doubly 
in the dark. 

Future generations, 
learning of this genera¬ 
tion-defining moment, will 
seek answers, too. They 
will ask: What were you 
doing, Daddy (or Mommy), 
when the great Super Bowl 
power outage occurred? 

As the author of this col¬ 
umn (Slogan: “Mirth for 
No Laughing Matters”), it 
is my sworn pundit duty 
to look at events and tease 
out their hidden meanings. 

This is my sad conclu¬ 
sion: The precise moment 
when the 34 minutes of 


partial super eclipse oc¬ 
curred will be recognized 
one day as the exact tick 
of the clock when Ameri¬ 
ca became a Third World 
country. 

The subject of American 
decline has become more 
disturbing lately, with 
each news cycle bringing 
up some new act of pro¬ 
found stupidity — another 
gun tragedy here, a denial 
of the obvious there, a 
politics of bitterness and 
dysfunction everywhere, 
a creaking infrastructure 
ignored, a celebrity’s mi¬ 
nor mishap made into a 
Greek tragedy.

... darkness. “Hey, Papa,” 
the little ones shout, “the 
Americanos have forgot¬ 
ten to pay their utility bill 

— our hope is doomed.” 

As of this writing, no¬ 
body knows what went 
wrong, which is even 
worse. How humiliat¬ 
ing for formerly can-do 
America, where technol¬ 
ogy prospered, where the 
Internet sizzled into life, 
where invention after in¬ 
vention — the radar de¬ 
tector and the TV remote 

— changed the path of 
humanity. Hey, anybody 
got any spare light bulbs?

Television screeds by 
ultraconservative sheiks are 
raising fears of assassina¬ 
tions here a day after a top 
anti-Islamist politician was 
gunned down in Tunisia. 

Egyptian security of¬ 
ficials beefed up secu¬ 
rity Thursday around the 
homes of Egypt’s main 
opposition politicians, 
citing the possibility of a 
Tunisia-type killing after 
the edicts, or fatwas.

Aftershocks hamper

Panetta: U.S. risks 
second-rate status 

WASHINGTON -The United 
States is at risk of becom¬ 
ing a second-rate power 
if automatic budget cuts 
go into effect, plunging 
the U.S. armed forces into 
the most significant readi¬ 
ness crisis they’ve faced 
in more than a decade, 
Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta warned Thursday. 

Panetta, who is retir¬ 
ing soon from his post, 
told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that 
if the reductions are al¬ 
lowed to stand, he would 
have to throw the coun¬ 
try’s national defense 
strategy “out the window.” 
But Panetta also assured 
lawmakers the Pentagon 
would take the steps nec¬ 
essary to deal with possi¬ 
ble threats in the Persian 
Gulf region after he ap¬ 
proved the Navy’s request 
to halve its aircraft carrier 
presence in the area. 

Renewal of law to 
protect women near 

WASHINGTON - Senators 
tussled Thursday over 
whether Indian authorities 
should be able to prosecute 
non-Indians in domestic 
abuse cases, an issue that 
has delayed passage of leg¬ 
islation to renew the fed¬ 
eral government’s main 
law in the fight against 
domestic violence. 

A final vote on reau¬ 
thorizing the Violence 
Against Women Act is 
scheduled for Monday. 

The 1994 act expired in 
2011, but reauthorization 
was blocked last year by 
differences between the 
Democratic-led Senate, 
which is seeking to extend 
new protections for gays, 
lesbians, immigrants and 
Native American women, 
and the Republicans in the 
House, who said the Sen¬ 
ate bill goes too far. 


The earlier comments 
by Khamenei were his 
first public reaction since 
a White House offer of di¬ 
rect dialogue received a 
high-profile boost this week 
from U.S. Vice President 
Joe Biden during a security 
summit in Munich attended 
by Iran’s foreign minister. 

“Talks will not solve any 
problems,” Khamenei said 
in comments on his website. 

“You are holding a gun 
against Iran saying, ‘Talks 
or you’ll fire.’ The Iranian 
nation will not be fright¬ 
ened by such threats,” 
Khamenei added 

The U.S. this week 
further tightened sanc¬ 
tions, which have already 
slashed Iran’s oil revenue 
by 45 percent. The new 
measures seek to cut 
deeper into Iran’s ability 
to get oil revenue. It calls 
on countries that buy Ira¬ 
nian crude — mostly Asian 
nations including China 
and India — not to trans¬ 
fer money directly to Iran 
and instead place it in local 
accounts.

WASHINGTON -Chuck Ha- 
gel’s nomination to be the 
next defense secretary 
remains on track despite 
Republican demands for 
more information about 
his paid speeches and 
business dealings, the 
Democratic chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee said Thursday. 

The GOP requests dealt 
a setback to President 
Barack Obama’s pick, 
forcing the committee to 
announce late Wednesday 
it would postpone a vote 
on the nomination. A new 
date has not been set.

CAIRO - Leaders at an Is¬ 
lamic summit Thursday 
urged a dialogue between 
the Syrian opposition and 
regime just as a new initia¬ 
tive for talks proposed by 
an anti-government leader 
appeared to be unraveling.

And with troops 
and rebels clashing for a 
second day around Da¬ 
mascus, frustrated Syr¬ 
ians dismissed the calls 
for dialogue as empty talk. 

“All of this does not con¬ 
cern us,” said Iyad, a Syr¬ 
ian fighter on the outskirts 
of the capital Damascus, 
which has witnessed 
heavy fighting in the last 
two days. 

Iranian President Mah¬ 
moud Ahmadinejad, whose 
country is Syria’s closest 
ally in the Middle East, at¬ 
tended the summit and said 
at a news conference Thurs¬ 
day that he supported dia¬ 
logue. He added that Egypt, 
Turkey and Iran were mov¬ 
ing toward cooperation on 
Syria. But he also defended 
Bashar Assad regime, warn¬ 
ing against meddling in the 
domestic affairs of other 
countries. 

The Syrian civil war is 
largely at a stalemate, with 
neither side making sig¬ 
nificant battlefield gains 
likely to bring about a mili¬ 
tary victory soon.

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Revamping image, Domino’s

A pair of mustachioed 
pizza makers in blue 
aprons — visible from 
behind a glass display at 
a new Domino’s store in 
Seattle’s Columbia City 
neighborhood — tossed 
dough into the air as a 
handful of corporate ex¬ 
ecutives looked on. 

Domino’s calls the con¬ 
cept “pizza theater,” be¬ 
cause customers now can 
come in and watch their 
orders being made. 

“This is the way we al¬ 
ways made our pizzas. A 
lot of people just had no 
idea,” said Domino’s Chief 
Executive Patrick Doyle, 
who was in town Tuesday 
to see the new store. “It 
was sort of one of those 
lightning-bolt moments 
where we said, ‘Gee, may¬ 
be we should show them.’” 

The new look is part of 
a four-year-long effort to 
freshen the pizza chain’s 
image and boost its grow¬ 
ing ranks of carryout cus¬ 
tomers. New stores across 


the country will feature 
the “theater” concept. 

The open-kitchen for¬ 
mat includes seating for 
a dozen or so people, a 
chalkboard where custom¬ 
ers can leave comments 
and a refrigerated section 
for grab-and-go items such 
as salads and milk. 

Founded in 1960, 
Domino’s long has been 
known for inexpensive 
pizza delivered to your 
doorstep. Its 30-minute 
guarantee helped make it 
the world’s largest pizza- 
delivery company in the 
1980s (though it later had 
to drop the pledge amid 
charges that it led to reck¬ 
less driving). 

Today, Ann Arbor, 
Mich.-based Domino’s 
holds a 22 percent share 
of the U.S. pizza-delivery 
market and ranks No. 2 
overall among U.S. pizza 
chains. 

More than two-thirds of 
U.S. consumers buy car¬ 
ryout pizza at least once 
a month, making carryout 
the most popular pizza for¬ 
mat, according to research 


firm Technomic. Almost 
half of all pizza orders are 
for carryout, while a third 
are for delivery and a fifth 
are for eat-in. 

Experts say that if a 
Domino’s store is nearby, 
many consumers prefer 
to pick up their orders and 
save a few dollars that oth¬ 
erwise would go to a deliv¬ 
ery fee and tip. 

Domino’s jumped on 
the trend last year when 
it began offering a week¬ 
day pickup promotion of a 
large three-topping pizza 
for $7.99. It also redesigned 
its logo, dropping the word 
“pizza” to reflect a larger 
menu, including sand¬ 
wiches, pasta and choco¬ 
late “lava” cakes. 

Doyle said Domino’s 
also is setting out to hire 
800 new full-time and 
part-time employees lo¬ 
cally — something he at¬ 
tributed to new store open¬ 
ings, as well as solid sales 
growth. 

Domino’s has about 
4,500 U.S. franchised 
stores, as well as 390 com¬ 
pany-owned stores. 


Willis: Gun control could unravel rights

not connected

LOS ANGELES - Bruce Wil¬ 
lis says he’s against new 
gun control laws that 
could infringe on Second 
Amendment rights. 

The “Die Hard” star 
also dismisses any link 
between Hollywood 
shootouts and real-life gun 
violence. 

“I think that you can’t 
start to pick apart anything 
out of the Bill of Rights 


without thinking that it’s 
all going to become un¬ 
done,” Willis told The As¬ 
sociated Press in a recent 
interview while promoting 
his latest film, “A Good 
Day To Die Hard.” “If you 
take one out or change one 
law, then why wouldn’t 
they take all your rights 
away from you?” 

Willis’ fifth outing as 
wise-cracking cop John 
McClane, due in theaters 
Feb. 14, comes as his action 
franchise marks its 25th 
anniversary. The 57-year- 
old actor will also be seen 
firing away at bad guys in 
the upcoming sequels “G.I. 
Joe: Retaliation” and “Red 
2,” both due later this year. 

But he believes “the real 


topic is diminished” when 
observers link Hollywood 
entertainment with high- 
profile mass shootings like 
those last year in Connect¬ 
icut and Colorado. 

“No one commits a 
crime because they saw 
a film. There’s nothing to 
support that,” Willis said. 

Willis added that he 
doesn’t see how additional 
legislation could prevent 
future mass shootings. 

“It’s a difficult thing and 
I really feel bad for those 
families,” he said. “I’m a fa¬ 
ther and it’s just a tragedy. 
But I don’t know how you 
legislate insanity. I don’t 
know what you do about 
it. I don’t even know how 
you begin to stop that.”

percent in English; 39.7 
percent in math; 51 percent 
in reading; 20.6 percent in 
science; 71 percent for the 
composite. 

Sophomores at Hender¬ 
son County High School 
took the Plan test. It’s the 
second in a series of na¬ 
tional exams and assesses 
the same four subjects as 
the Explore test. 

The Plan also gives 
benchmarks for college 
and/or career readiness. 
As with the previous year, 
the HCHS sophomores 
fared best in English. The 
sophomores’ weakest sub¬ 
ject appears to be math.

of Owensboro legislators 
filed bills that would allow 
the smelters “to purchase 
electricity from any per¬ 
son.”

That would 
cost other customers an 
estimated $10 million per 
year, he said.

Olympics 
year away, 
overruns 
rile Putin

SOCHI, Russia - A year 
before the 2014 Winter 
Olympics are to begin, 
President Vladimir Putin 
has demanded that a se¬ 
nior member of the Rus¬ 
sian Olympic Committee 
be fired, apparently due to 
cost overruns in host city 
Sochi — a demand certain 
to be fulfilled. 

The current price tag 
for the Sochi Games is 
1.5 trillion rubles ($51 bil¬ 
lion), which would make 
them the most expensive 
games in the history of the 
Olympics — more costly 
even than the much-larger 
Summer Olympics held in 
London and Beijing. 

The games at the Black 
Sea resort of Sochi are 
considered a matter of 
national pride and one of 
Putin’s top priorities. 

The Russian president’s 
decision came after he 
scolded officials over a 
two-year delay and huge 
cost overruns in the con¬ 
struction of the Sochi ski 
jump facilities. The official 
facing dismissal, Akmet 
Bilalov, had a company 
that was building the ski 
jump and its adjacent facil¬ 
ities before selling its stake 
to state-owned Sberbank 
last year. 

During his tour of 
Olympic venues, Putin 
fumed when he heard that 
the cost of the ski jump had 
soared from 1.2 billion ru¬ 
bles ($40 million) to 8 bil¬ 
lion rubles ($265 million) 
and that the project was 
behind schedule. 

“So a vice president of 
the Olympic Committee is 
dragging down the entire 
construction? Well done! 
You are doing a good job,” 
Putin said Wednesday, 
seething with sarcasm. 

Deputy Prime Minister 
Dmitry Kozak told report¬ 
ers Thursday that Putin 
had recommended that the 
Russian Olympic Commit¬ 
tee fire Bilalov, one of its 
six vice presidents. 

“People who don’t make 
good on their obligations at 
such a scale cannot head the 
Olympic movement in our 
country,” he said. 

The Russian Olympic 
Committee said in a state¬ 
ment that a decision on Bi¬ 
lalov would be made by the 
executive committee in the 
near future, a move likely to 
be only a formality.

Goodell for reinstating 
him and he also apologized 
while taking “full respon¬ 
sibility” for his role in 
the New Orleans’ bounty 
scandal. 

The NFL reinstated 
Williams on Thursday 
morning, 
and the 
Tennes¬ 
see Titans 
hired him 
as a senior 
defensive 
assistant. 

“I take 
full respon¬ 
sibility and 
apologize 
for my previous actions, 
and I’ve used this year to 
reorganize my life and 
put focus on positive en¬ 
ergy and positive ways to 
inspire and coach and mo¬ 
tivate in this profession,” 
Williams said, reading 
from a statement. 

“I’m grateful for this op¬ 
portunity.” 

The league issued a state¬ 
ment saying that Goodell 
cited several reasons for 
reinstating Williams, in¬ 
cluding Williams accept¬ 
ing responsibility for his 
role in the bounty program, 
his commitment to never 
be involved in any pay for 
performance system and 
pledging to teach safe play 
and respect for the rules. 

“The commissioner 
emphasized that Wil¬ 
liams must fully conform 
to league rules and will be 
subject to periodic moni¬ 
toring to confirm his com¬ 
pliance,” the NFL said in 
its statement. 

Williams, suspended in¬ 
definitely last March, is the 
last person involved in the 
scandal to be reinstated by 
league. New Orleans coach 
Sean Payton had his suspen¬ 
sion lifted on Jan. 22. 

Saints general manager 
Mickey Loomis was sus¬ 
pended for eight games 
and assistant head coach 
Joe Vitt for six. Four cur¬ 
rent or former Saints play¬ 
ers were also suspended 
after an investigation 
found the club had a per¬ 
formance pool offering 
cash rewards for key plays, 
including big hits. The 
player suspensions even¬ 
tually were overturned. 

Williams coached for 
the Saints between 2009 
and 2011 and was hired 
as defensive coordinator 
by the St. Louis Rams in 
January 2012 before be¬ 
ing suspended. Williams 
had been free to look for 
a new job in the NFL since 
the playoffs started, and 
now he is returning to the 
team where he got his start 
in the league back in 1990.

Hernandez on verge of new deal 
to become highest-paid pitcher 
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Larkin making famous dad proud 


■ Son of former Reds great having 
stellar season for surprising Miami

CORAL GABLES, Fla. - Shane 
Larkin was still in grade 
school when the Cincin¬ 
nati Reds began grooming 
him for the big leagues. 

The son of a shortstop, 
Larkin enjoyed hanging 
out with the Reds at spring 
training and receiving 
tutorials on hitting from 
such experts as Pete Rose 
and Tony Perez. 

Then one year he re¬ 
turned home to Orlando, 
Fla., and his Little League 
coach insisted Larkin’s 
swing was all wrong. 

In frustration, Larkin 
gave up baseball. 

“It kind of crushed 
me,” says his father, Hall 
of Famer Barry Larkin. “I 
laugh about it now, but I’ll 
tell you, I was bent out of 
shape about it.” 

While dad was mad, the 
Miami Hurricanes are de¬ 
lighted with Larkin’s deci¬ 
sion to focus on basketball. 

A sophomore this sea¬ 
son, Larkin has blossomed 
into perhaps the best point 
guard in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference. He’s a major 
reason the Hurricanes are 
ranked No. 8 and take a 9-0 
league record into Satur¬ 
day’s game against North 
Carolina. 

“Shane Larkin is prob¬ 
ably the key to the team,” 
Florida State coach Leon¬ 
ard Hamilton says. 

Following road victories 
last week over North Car¬ 
olina State and Virginia 
Tech, Larkin was chosen 
the Oscar Robertson na¬ 
tional player of the week 
and the ACC player of the 
week. 

His season statistics are 
solid, though not dazzling 
— 12.8 points, 4.1 assists 
and 2.3 steals per game, 


plus 41-percent shooting 
from 3-point range. But 
coaches rave about the 
way he plays defense and 
runs Miami’s balanced of¬ 
fense. 

“I think he’s the best 
point guard in the league 
because he makes very 
few mistakes, he knows his 
role, he has an unselfish 
spirit and the ball is safe in 
his hands,” Hamilton says. 
“He plays like a coach on 
the floor. He’ll defer, but 
you can’t back off of him, 
and he’s confident enough 
that when he needs to 
make things happen, he’s 
capable of it.” 

Larkin contributes in 
ways big and small. In 
back-to-back wins over 
then-No. 1 Duke and Flor¬ 
ida State, the 5-footT0!/2 
guard totaled 19 rebounds. 
At Virginia Tech, he 
blocked consecutive shots. 
Against North Carolina 
State, he made five steals. 
And in Wednesday’s vic¬ 
tory over Boston College, 
he had five assists and no 
turnovers. 

Such performances 
are no surprise to Miami 
coach Jim Larranaga. He 
was at George Mason 
when he started recruit¬ 
ing Larkin, a ninth-grader 
at the time. 

“I loved him then. I 
love him now,” Larranaga 
says. “He’s terrific at ev¬ 
erything, and he’s having 
an all-conference-caliber 
year.” 

It’s a breakthrough year 
for the entire program. 
The Hurricanes have al¬ 
ready matched the school 
record for ACC wins in a 
season, and the last time 
they were ranked so high 
was in 1960. 

Saturday’s game is a 
sellout, the third this 
year for a program that 


historically struggles to 
attract attention. 

“We believe in our¬ 
selves, and the rankings 
have furthered that confi¬ 
dence,” Larkin says. “The 
way we’re playing, our 
confidence is through the 
roof. Hopefully we can just 
keep it going.” 

Miami is a senior-dom¬ 
inated team steered by a 
20-year-old sophomore 
who plays with the poise 
of someone who grew up 
around world-class ath¬ 
letes. 

As a youngster, Larkin 
went to spring training 
with his father every year 
and attended half a dozen 
All-Star Games. He visit¬ 
ed Cooperstown last year 


when his dad was inducted 
into the Hall of Fame. 

Tiger Woods made fun 
of his long hair. Deion 
Sanders gave him the nick¬ 
name SugaShane. 

“I met all these famous 
people,” Larkin says. “It 
was a humbling experi¬ 
ence knowing your dad 
was one of the most fa¬ 
mous people in the game.” 

These days, Barry Lar¬ 
kin enjoys being a fan, and 
makes the four-hour trip 
from Orlando to attend most 
of the Hurricanes home 
games. He went to the ACC 
tournament last year, and to 
Hawaii in December when 
the team played there in a 
holiday tournament. 

Larkin is proud of the 


way his only son has han¬ 
dled success and attention. 

“To watch him inter¬ 
act with people who ap¬ 
preciate the way he plays 
the game, that’s the most 
fun thing,” Larkin says. 
“To see when he walks in 
someplace on campus af¬ 
ter a game and people give 
him an ovation, and to see 
people walk up to him and 
ask him for his autograph, 
it’s so fun to watch that.” 

In the Larkin family, 
athletic notoriety is almost 
a given. Shane’s two sisters 
have both excelled at la¬ 
crosse. Three of his dad’s 
brothers played a college 
sport, including Uncle By¬ 
ron, the leading scorer in 
Xavier hoops history. 


TCU fulfills dream with upset of Kansas

■ Frogs claim 
first win over 
a top five team

FORT WORTH Jexas- Garlon 
Green dreamed of a victo¬ 
ry over Kansas long before 
he played for TCU. 

It’s hard to think that 
the Horned Frogs senior 
forward or anyone else 
could have ever imagined 
his dream being fulfilled 
like this. The fifth-ranked 
Jayhawks certainly didn’t. 

Big 12 newcomer TCU 
was still looking for its 
first conference victory 
and there were some who 
wondered if the Frogs, 
who have lost three key 
players to season-ending 
injuries, could become the 
first team to go winless in 
the league. On Wednes¬ 
day night, here came the 
Jayhawks, the bullies of 
the Big 12, the team that 
has won 12 of 16 regular- 
season league titles. They 
were coming off a rare 
home loss and riding a 
seven-year streak without 
consecutive losses. 

Blowout city, right? 

The Frogs stunned ev¬ 
eryone by sticking Kansas 
with its largest deficit of 
the season, and held on for 
a 62-55 shocker and their 


first-ever win over a top 
five team. 

“We come out here ev¬ 
ery day. We put our heart 
and soul into it every night, 
every morning,” Green 
said. “I’ve grown up since 
I was 3 years old having a 
dream to beat Kansas or 
beat anybody. I’ve always 
believed in myself.” 


Green scored 20 points 
Wednesday night, includ¬ 
ing five in a row to thwart a 
potential comeback by the 
Jayhawks (19-3,7-2 Big 12) 
after a 17-4 run got them 
within four points with 
6:49 left— the closest they 
got after TCU scored the 
game’s first eight points. 

TCU (10-12,1-8) led by 


as many as 16 points after 
halftime, but first-year 
coach Trent Johnson didn’t 
feel comfortable until al¬ 
most the very end of the 
game. 

“When there was 8 sec¬ 
onds left on the clock and 
we were on the free throw 
line,” Johnson said. “I’ve 
been in this scenario be¬ 
fore and seen both sides 
of it. A lot can happen in 
a minute. When there was 
8 seconds left on the clock 
and we were at the line, I 
said All right,’ took a deep 
breath and there we go.” 

A few seconds later, 
TCU students were 
swarming the Horned 
Frogs on the court. 

Johnson previously took 
LSU, Stanford and Nevada 
to the NCAA tournament, 
a place the Horned Frogs 
haven’t been since 1998. 
The Frogs were coming 
off their first winning sea¬ 
son in seven years when he 
arrived for the challenge 
of leading them into the 
Big 12. 

Johnson is 2-0 against 
Kansas. His Nevada team 
beat the sixth-ranked Jay¬ 
hawks in December 2003. 
But his first season in Fort 
Worth has been hampered 
by some significant inju¬ 
ries. 

Aaron Durley, a 6-foot- 
10, 270-pound freshman 
center who was expected 
to have an early impact, 
tore an ACL during a 


non-contract drill the 
second week of preseason 
practice. 

Junior forward Am- 
ric Field, the Mountain 
West Conference’s top 
sixth man last year who 
had moved into a starting 
role, sustained a season¬ 
ending knee injury when 
his right leg buckled and 
he fell to the floor 12 sec¬ 
onds into the third game. 
Junior starting guard Jar¬ 
vis Ray’s season was ended 
by an injury to his left foot 
in the 10th game. 

“I said this from day 
one, we need to focus on 
what’s in the locker room,” 
Johnson said. “The easiest 
things for players to do is 
to check it in. The easiest 
thing for me to do is to 
do my job. Come out and 
coach everyday not worry 
about what we don’t have 
and continue to coach.” 

Kansas didn’t score its 
first points against TCU 
until 7:17 into the game, 
then didn’t make another 
field goal for another 8 
minutes. 

The Jayhawks were 
only 3-of-22 shooting be¬ 
fore halftime, when they 
trailed 22-13. They finished 
shooting 29.5 percent (18 
of 61), their worst in 514 
games since December 
1998, and saw the end of 
their Division I-best streak 
of264 games in a row since 
January 2006 without con¬ 
secutive losses. 


Notre Dame 
will play in 
the Big East 
1 more year

SOUTH BEND, Ind. - Notre 
Dame will stay in the Big 
East for at least one more 
season. 

Athletic director Jack 
Swarbrick said Thursday 
the university would like 
to leave the Big East for 
the Atlantic Coast Confer¬ 
ence before the required 
27 months’ notice for de¬ 
parting members, but was 
unable to reach an agree¬ 
ment to do so before next 
season. 

“We’ve said all along 
we would try to develop a 
timetable for leaving ear¬ 
lier because we think it’s in 
both parties’ interest. That 
just hasn’t happened,” he 
said. 

Swarbrick said because 
no agreement has been 
made to leave before next 
season, the Irish needed 
to move ahead as part of 
the Big East for 2013-14 so 
coaches could begin put¬ 
ting together schedules. 

“We have teams that 
play ACC teams as part 
of their nonconference 
schedule. You have to 
know if you’re booking 
those or not. Conversely, 
if we weren’t going to be 
in the Big East, you’d prob¬ 
ably want to be you’re 
scheduling Big East teams 
in those games,” he said. 

Notre Dame basket¬ 
ball coach Mike Brey first 
brought up the subject 
during his teleconference 
Thursday, saying that one 
reason the university de¬ 
cided to remain in the Big 
East another season is it 
believes the seven Catho¬ 
lic schools that have decid¬ 
ed to leave and form their 
own league will remain in 
the Big East next season. 

“I feel strongly that the 
Catholic schools are going 
to be there with us. That’s 
one of the reasons we de¬ 
cided to sit tight,” Brey said. 
“It looked like the Catholic 
schools were not going to 
be able to formulate this 
league that they’re going to 
put together by next season. 
Now I think anything could 
happen. Could they put it to¬ 
gether in the next six weeks? 
I mean nothing would shock 
me.” 

Swarbrick said that if 
the seven Catholic schools 
left before next season, 
Notre Dame could recon¬ 
sider its decision. Brey said 
he believes those schools 
will stay another season. 

“But I think we feel 
that they’re going to be in 
there, we’re going to be in 
there, so the last hurrah is 
going to be next year, not 
this year,” he said. 

Swarbrick said, though, 
that even that isn’t definite. 
The school announced in 
September it would be 
leaving for the ACC — 
football remaining an in¬ 
dependent — meaning the 
27-month notice doesn’t 
expire until 2015. But 
Swarbrick said the Irish 
would like to leave after 
2013-14. 

“Because we think it’s in 
everybody’s self-interest. 
The negotiations are ongo¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Big East associate com¬ 
missioner John Paquette 
declined comment Thurs¬ 
day. 

Brey said the decision 
allows him to move ahead 
and start putting together 
a schedule for next season. 


Wallace and famed car Midnight headed into Hall of Fame

CHARLOTTE, N.C. - Rusty 
Wallace will headline the 
fourth class of the NAS¬ 
CAR Hall of Fame and his 
famed car “Midnight” will 
be part of his induction. 

Wallace, winner of 55 
races and the 1989 Cup 
championship will be in¬ 
ducted Friday night along 
with champions Buck 
Baker and Herb Thomas; 
championship car owner 
Cotton Owens; and in¬ 
novative crew chief, 


mechanic and engine 
builder Leonard Wood. 

Part of Wallace’s dis¬ 
play in the Hall of Fame 
will be the car he dubbed 
Midnight and drove to 13 
victories from 1992-94. 
Wallace led for more than 
5,000 laps in the car, which 
was raced as both a Pon¬ 
tiac Grand Prix and a Ford 
Thunderbird out of Penske 
Racing South. 

“Back then, it was Dale 
Earnhardt and I racing 
for the win all the time,” 
Wallace said. “I remem¬ 
ber every week when we 


got to the track, he’d come 
up and ask me, “What car 
you got? It’s not that darn 
Midnight is it?” If it was, 
he knew he had his work 
cut out for him.” 

Wallace drove Midnight 
in 38 races, notching 30 
top-fives with the car. He 
led nearly one-third of all 
possible laps in the events 
he raced with the car, and 
Midnight’s 13 wins com¬ 
prise nearly 20 percent of 
Penske Racing total. 

Midnight was restored 
last year by former Penske 
Racing fabricator Chuck 


Gafrarar and other team 
members, and the car will 
go into the Hall in race- 
ready condition as a 1994 
Ford Thunderbird featur¬ 
ing the noted black and 
gold Miller Genuine Draft 
paint scheme. 

“I’m really excited to 
have Midnight in the NAS¬ 
CAR Hall of Fame, that car 
was such a huge part of my 
career,” Wallace said. “Ev¬ 
ery time I sat in it, it just 
felt right; it fit like a glove. 
I’ll tell you what, if we 
had Midnight at the race 
track, everyone else there 


knew that they had a long 
day ahead of them — Mid¬ 
night was just that good. 
The black and gold MGD 
paint scheme was the cool¬ 
est one we ever had too. It 
just looked mean and the 
fans really loved it.” 

Wallace is a fan favorite 
heading into the Hall as 
part of a class with only one 
other living inductee, Wood, 
who enters a year after older 
brother Glenn’s induction. 
Owens died just weeks af¬ 
ter he was voted into the hall 
last June at the age of 88. 

Known as the “King of 


the Modifieds” for more 
than 100 victories, Owens 
was part of the post-World 
War II racing scene around 
Spartanburg, S.C., and was 
close friends with NAS¬ 
CAR Hall of Famers Bud 
Moore and David Pearson, 
and 1960 NASCAR cham¬ 
pion Rex White. 

He won nine of 160 rac¬ 
es at NASCAR’s top level, 
and finished second in the 
1959 championship to Hall 
of Famer Lee Petty. After 
transitioning to a car own¬ 
er and engine builder, his 
cars won 38 races.

AUSTIN, Texas - A Dal¬ 
las promotions company 
sued Lance Armstrong on 
Thursday, demanding he 
repay $12 million in bo¬ 
nuses and fees it paid him 
for winning the Tour de 
France. 

SCA Promotions had 
tried in a 2005 legal dis¬ 
pute over the bonuses to 
prove Armstrong cheated 
to win before it ultimately 
settled and paid him. 

Armstrong recently ac¬ 
knowledged using perfor¬ 
mance-enhancing drugs 
after the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency in 2012 detailed a 
sophisticated doping pro¬ 
gram by his Armstrong’s 
teams. Armstrong was 
stripped of his seven Tour 
de France victories and 
given a lifetime ban from 
sports. 

Michigan leads 
in attendance 

INDIANAPOLIS - Michigan 
was the national leader in 
college football attendance 
for the 15th straight year, 
and the Southeastern Con¬ 
ference went over 7 million 
in total attendance for the 
first time after expanding 
from 12 to 14 teams.

Consumer credit rises on surge in nonrevolving debt

WASHINGTON - Consumer 
borrowing rose in De¬ 
cember for a fifth straight 
month as non-revolving 
credit surged by the most 
in 11 years. 

The $14.6 billion gain 
followed a revised $15.9 
billion advance in Novem¬ 
ber, the Federal Reserve 
said Thursday in Wash¬ 
ington. The median fore¬ 
cast of 30 economists sur¬ 
veyed by Bloomberg called 
for a $14 billion increase in 


December. Non- revolving 
debt, such as financing for 
college tuition and auto 
purchases, jumped $18.2 
billion in December, while 
credit-card borrowing fell. 

Rising home values and 
job creation are boosting 
the ability and willing¬ 
ness of households to bor¬ 
row, laying the foundation 
for an acceleration in the 
consumer spending that 
makes up 70 percent of the 
U.S. economy. Cheaper fi¬ 
nancing is supporting pur¬ 
chases of big-ticket items 
such as new cars. 


“We’d like to have the 
drivers widen so it’s not 
all student loans and car 
sales,” Gus Faucher, se¬ 
nior economist at PNC 
Financial Services Group 
in Pittsburgh, said before 
the report. 

Estimates in the Bloom¬ 
berg survey for consumer 
credit ranged from gains 
of $9 billion to $20 billion 
after a previously reported 
$16 billion advance in No¬ 
vember. 

The report doesn’t track 
debt secured by real estate, 
such as home mortgages 


and home equity lines of 
credit. 

The December increase 
in non-revolving credit, 
which followed a $15.3 bil¬ 
lion advance in the prior 
month, was the biggest 
since November 2001. 

Lending by the fed¬ 
eral government, which 
is mainly for educational 
loans, increased by $5.5 
billion in December be¬ 
fore seasonal adjustment, 
today’s report showed. 

Demand for vehicles is 
helping support economic 
growth. General Motors, 


Ford and Chrysler Group 
posted December U.S. 
vehicle sales gains that 
exceeded analysts’ esti¬ 
mates, completing a year 
of growth that helped pro¬ 
pel the expansion. Cars 
and light trucks sold at a 
15.3 million annual rate in 
December after a 15.5 mil¬ 
lion pace the prior month, 
according to data from 
Ward’s Automotive Group. 

At AutoNation Inc. 
fourth-quarter revenue 
climbed 13 percent from 
the prior year, boosted by 
new-vehicle sales. 


Revolving debt, which 
includes credit cards, fell 
by $3.6 billion, the most 
since July, after a $573.8 
million increase in No¬ 
vember. 

Labor market gains 
might be boosting Ameri¬ 
cans’ willingness to bor¬ 
row for big-ticket items. 
Payrolls increased by 
157,000 workers in Janu¬ 
ary following a revised 
196,000 gain the prior 
month and a 247,000 jump 
in November, the Labor 
Department reported this 
month.

Palladium led declines for metals, after the 
head of the European Central Bank expressed 
concern over the rise in the euro. That prompted 
the currency to weaken and the dollar to rally. 

The price of Palladium for March delivery 
slumped $14.35, or 1.9 percent, to $750.45 an 
ounce, its biggest decline in a month. 

ECB president Mario Draghi pledged Thurs¬ 
day to keep a close eye on the impact that the 


strength of the euro will have on the region’s 
economy. A strong euro hurts the export pros¬ 
pects of the 17 countries in the common currency 
zone by making its exports more expensive. 

“Today it was all about the ECB, and the mar¬ 
kets right now are simply digesting the comments 
from Mario Draghi,” said Matt Zeman a trader at 
Kingsview Financial. 

Commodities are typically traded in dol¬ 
lars, so when the currency strengthens, traders 
demand fewer dollars. That pushes down com¬ 
modity prices. 

The dollar index, a broad measure of the 
strength of the U.S. currency, rose 0.6 percent 
Thursday, its biggest advance in a month. 

Gold, silver, copper and platinum also fell. 

April gold fell $7.50, or 0.4 percent, to $1,671 
an ounce. Silver for March delivery dropped 47.40 
cents, orl.5 percent, to $31,403 an ounce. Plati¬ 
num for April delivery fell $14.20, or 0.8 percent, 
$1,722.30. 


Draghi also said the risks for the European 
economies that share the euro continue to be on 
the “downside.” Copper, which has many indus¬ 
trial uses and tracks global economic growth, fell. 
March copper dropped 1.35 cents, or 0.4 percent, 
to $3.7270 a pound. 

Oil also fell as the dollar strengthened. 
Benchmark crude dropped 79 cents, or 0.8 per¬ 
cent, to $95.83. 

In grains trading, wheat for March delivery 
fell 5.5 cents to $7.56 a bushel. 

Corn for March also dropped, falling 11.75 
cents to $7.1075 a bushel. 

Soybeans for March delivery dropped a frac¬ 
tion of a cent to end at $14.8675 a bushel. 

In other energy trading, wholesale gasoline 
for March fell 3.98 cents to $2.9999 per gallon. 
Natural gas for the same month fell 13 cents to 
$3.2850 per 1,000 cubic feet. Heating oil for 
March gained 1.37 cents to finish at $3.1995 a 
gallon. 


White House to stay course on biofuel law

The Obama adminis¬ 
tration won’t abandon the 
nation’s ethanol program 
and will encourage Con¬ 
gress to maintain it, Ag¬ 
riculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack said Thursday. 

The Renewable Fuels 
Standard, passed in 2007, 
requires the United States 
to use 13.8 billion gallons 
of renewable fuels such as 
ethanol this year and 15 
billion gallons by 2015. The 
Agriculture Department 
estimated this month that 
42 percent of this year’s 
corn crop will go toward 
making the fuel. 

Last summer, lawmak¬ 
ers from both parties 
called for a temporary 
suspension or reduction 
of the ethanol program as 
a drought drove up corn 
prices. 

The Environmental 


Protection Agency de¬ 
clined the requests. 

“Our position is that we 
are strong supporters of 
the RFS,” Vilsack said in 
an interview with report¬ 
ers at the National Ethanol 
Conference in Las Vegas. 
“It’s working. It’s doing 
what it’s supposed to do. 
We would hope Congress 
will continue to allow it to 
work.” 

The industry allowed 
a 45-cent tax credit pro¬ 
vided to refiners for each 
gallon of the fuel blended 
into gasoline to expire in 
December 2011, saying at 
the time the ethanol man¬ 
date was sufficient to spur 
demand. 

Prices haven’t been 


robust enough to over¬ 
come higher corn costs 
that topped $8.40 a bushel 
in intraday trading in Au¬ 
gust. Corn for March deliv¬ 
ery slipped 9 cents, or 1.2 
percent, to $7,135 a bushel 
in Chicago. One bushel 
makes at least 2.75 gallons 
of ethanol. 

The corn crush spread, 
or the profit that can be 
made from turning a bush¬ 
el of corn into ethanol, was 
at minus 19 cents a gallon 
versus minus 20 cents on 
Wednesday, according to 
data compiled by Bloom¬ 
berg. 

Production fell to 
770,000 barrels a day in 
the week ended Jan. 25, 
or 11.8 billion gallons on

an annualized basis, the 
EIA report showed. That 
was the lowest level since 
weekly records began in 
June 2010. 

The total rose to 774,000 
last week. Stockpiles are 
20.1 million barrels, down 
from the record 22.7 mil¬ 
lion in March. 

Ethanol-blended gaso¬ 
line made up 89 percent 
of the total U.S. gasoline 
pool in the week ended 
Feb. 1, up from 87 percent 
a year earlier, according to 
the report. 

Archer-Daniels-Mid- 
land Co., headquartered 
in Decatur, Ill., is the big¬ 
gest U.S. ethanol producer, 
followed by Poet, in Sioux 
Falls, S.D.

Oil prices fall 
on euro worries 

The price of oil fell be¬ 
low $96 per barrel Thurs¬ 
day after the head of the 
European Central Bank 
expressed concern over a 
recent rise in the euro. 

European Central Bank 
president Mario Draghi 
pledged Thursday to 
keep a close eye on the 
economic impact of the 
rise of the euro, which 
has gained on the dollar 
in recent months. It rose 
from around $1.23 in mid- 
August to over $1.35 earlier 
this week. A strong euro 
hurts the export prospects 
of the 17 countries in the 
common currency zone. 

It also tends to result in 
higher oil prices by mak¬ 
ing crude priced in dollars 
cheaper — and a more en¬ 
ticing investment — for 
traders using currencies 
other than the greenback. 
The euro weakened a 
little against the dollar 
on Thursday, and bench¬ 
mark crude for March 
delivery fell 79 cents to 
finish at $95.83 a barrel on 
the New York Mercantile 
Exchange.

Hasbro’s profit falls 
during holidays 

Hasbro’s net income 
fell 6 percent in the fourth 
quarter, as the toymaker 
faced a challenging holi¬ 
day season and incurred 
restructuring charges. 

For the October to De¬ 
cember period, the com¬ 
pany earned $130.3 mil¬ 
lion, or 99 cents per share. 
That’s compared with 
$139.1 million, or $1.06 per 
share, in the year-ago peri¬ 
od. Not including one-time 
restructuring charges, the 
company says it earned 
$1.20 per share. 

Revenue slipped to $1.28 
billion from $1.33 billion. 

Analysts on average ex¬ 
pected profit of $1.18 per 
share on revenue of $1.32 
billion.

Chevy introduces 
diesel automobile 

General Motors is fol¬ 
lowing the Volkswagen 
playbook by bringing a 
diesel-powered small car 
from Europe to the United 
States. 

The automaker intro¬ 
duced the diesel version 
of the Chevrolet Cruze 
compact Thursday at the 
Chicago Auto Show. 

Volkswagen, which of¬ 
fers diesels in a number of 
its cars including the Jetta 
compact sedan, gets al¬ 
most 18 percent of its sales 
from diesel-powered mod¬ 
els. Last year, the German 
automaker’s U.S. sales rose 
more than 30 percent.

Macy’s ups outlook, 
will freeze pension 

Macy’s is raising its 
fourth-quarter adjusted 
earnings forecast due to 
its strong performance in 
January. The department 
store chain is also plan¬ 
ning to freeze its pension 
and executive retirement 
plans in an effort to better 
manage rising costs. 


Its stock gained more 
than 2 percent in Thurs¬ 
day morning trading. 

Total revenue for the 
five weeks ended Feb. 2 
rose 34.6 percent to $1.8 
billion. Online sales for 
the month jumped 48.9 
percent. 

Macy’s now foresees 
quarterly earnings be¬ 
tween $1.94 and $1.99 per 
share, up from a range of 
$1.91 to $1.96 per share. 
The company said that it 
was basically returning to 
an earnings outlook that it 
previously gave in Novem¬ 
ber. Analysts surveyed by 
FactSet expect earnings of 
$1.96 per share.

Retailers see strong 
January sales 

Americans shopped the 
winter clearance racks 
in January, resulting in 
strong sales during the 
month for retailers. But 
spending is expected to 
slow as the deals dry up 
heading into the spring, 
and Americans digest ris¬ 
ing gas prices and a 2 per¬ 
cent payroll tax hike that 
started in January.

Unemployment aid 
applications decline 

Fewer Americans 
sought unemployment 
benefits last week, indicat¬ 
ing companies continue to 
hire at a modest but steady 
pace. 

The Labor Department 
says weekly applications 
for unemployment ben¬ 
efits fell 5,000 to a season¬ 
ally adjusted 366,000. The 
four-week average, a less 
volatile measure, dropped 
to 350,500, the lowest in 
nearly five years. The av¬ 
erage is low because of 
seasonal factors, which re¬ 
duced applications sharply 
last month. 

The four-week aver¬ 
age of applications has 
dropped nearly 6 percent 
in the past three months. 
At the same time, hiring 
has picked up: Employers 
added an average 200,000 
jobs a month from Novem¬ 
ber through January.

Philip Morris 
earnings surge 

Cigarette maker Philip 
Morris International Inc. 
said Thursday that its 
fourth-quarter net income 
increased 11 percent as it 
sold more cigarettes at 
higher prices. 

The seller of Marlboro 
and other cigarette brands 
overseas said shipments 
rose nearly 3 percent and 
it grew market share in a 
number of key markets. 

The company’s quar¬ 
terly performance helped 
increase its global market 
share, excluding China 
and the U.S., to a record 
28.8 percent for the year, 
the company said. 

Philip Morris Interna¬ 
tional, based in New York 
and Switzerland, reported 
earnings of $2.1 billion, or 
$1.25 per share, in the three 
months that ended Dec. 
31, up from $1.9 billion, 
or $1.08 per share, a year 
ago. On an adjusted basis, 
it earned $1.24 per share, 
beating analyst estimates 
of $1.22 per share.

February busy, challenging month for livestock operations 


It is hard not to talk 
about livestock opera¬ 
tions in February, espe¬ 
cially beef. February is the 
month that a lot happens. 
It’s the beginning of spring 
calving season and time to 
seed red and white clover. 

It can also be one of the 
most environmentally 
challenging months. What 
happens or doesn’t happen 
in February affects profit¬ 
ability for some time. 

Let’s look at four areas 
that make a difference: 
spring calving, environ¬ 
ment challenges, forages, 
and record keeping. 

Spring Calving: Hope¬ 
fully you havebeen using

a high magnesium mineral 
for 30 days prior to calving. 
As cows start calving, feed 
needs to be increased 3 to 
4 pounds for mature cows 
and about 6 to 8 pounds for 
first-calf heifers. 

Calving equipment and 
facilities should all be 
in good working order. 
First-calf heifers should be 
watched closely. Remem¬ 
ber any labor that lasts 
longer than 60 minutes is 
probably a problem. 


Calves should be iden¬ 
tified with ear tags while 
they are young and record 
ID and birth date. Com¬ 
mercial male calves should 
be castrated. Castration 
and de-horning are less 
stressful when performed 
on young animals. All reg¬ 
istered calves should be 
weighed within 24 hours. 

Be sure and inform tax 
preparers of sales of in- 
bred heifers in the breed¬ 
ing pool because they are 
considered breeding stock 
by the IRS. 

Now is also the time 
to determine how much 
bull power you will need, 
whether you are going to 


AI or how much you are 
going to spend on bulls. 
The more prepared you 
are, the easier calving sea¬ 
son will go. 

Environmental Chal¬ 
lenges: Move feeding ar¬ 
eas as needed. During wet 
times move cattle to pads 
or the barn. Monitor cattle 
health to catch problems 
early. Make sure waterers 
are working well and limit 
drinking from streams or 
ponds. 

Forages: February is the 
time to begin frost seeding 
red and white clover on 
closely grazed pastures. 
Again, the key is closely 
grazed. If you need grass 


growth in early spring, a 
nitrogen application in 
mid- to late February will 
do the trick. 

Knowing that intensive 
grazing and good pasture 
management is the key to 
having enough grass all 
year. 

Start planning now. 
Herbicide applications 
should also be considered 
for problem areas, espe¬ 
cially in dormant alfalfa. 
February is also the time 
to chain harrow pastures 
for even manure distribu¬ 
tion. 

Record Keeping: Record 
all calf data including birth 
date, weight, ID number, 


sex and track winter feed 
usage. 

This data is all impor¬ 
tant when making man¬ 
agement decisions. 

February is always busy 
and some of the things we 
do or don’t do will haunt us 
the rest of the year. 

Check your to-do list 
closely this month!

Disaster magnet?

■ After years of destructive weather, Oklahoma county now dealing with drought

BINGER,Okla. -In the gently roll¬ 
ing hills of Oklahoma ranch 
country is a place that has seen 
more than its share of destruc¬ 
tive weather — tornadoes, ice 
storms and floods, year after 
year, for half of the last decade. 

In fact, Caddo County has 
been declared a federal disaster 
area nine times since 2007, mak¬ 
ing it one of the nation’s most ill- 
fated locations. 

But even here, farmers and 
ranchers say, no one has endured 
anything as crippling as the on¬ 
going drought, which has dried 
out ponds, withered crops in the 
field and decimated the water 
table. 

“It makes you become hum¬ 
ble,” said Charlie Optiz, who 
began his farming career sell¬ 
ing peanut seeds in 1959 and 
grew his operation to more than 
2,500 acres near the small town 
of Binger, about 60 miles west 
of Oklahoma City. “You real¬ 
ize there’s something out there 
much greater than you are.” 

Oklahomans know better than 
most Americans about the per¬ 
ils of bad weather. Their state 
practically blew away during the 
Dust Bowl of the 1930s, and they 
live in the heart of tornado alley 


— a wide corridor in the central 
United States where twisters are 
common. 

Caddo County has endured 
all that and more. Its recent his¬ 
tory reads like a storm chaser’s 
logbook or some punishment 
inflicted by a vengeful god. 

The area was hit by no fewer 
than five federal disasters in 
2007 alone, including ice storms, 
violent winds, tornadoes and 
flooding. 

Then the county suffered a 
disaster each year for the next 
four, including more tornadoes 
and flooding in 2008, a blizzard 
in 2009, another ice storm in 
2010 and tornadoes and flood¬ 
ing again in 2011. 

By comparison, the county 
suffered only five federal disas¬ 
ters during the entire decade of 
the 1990s. 

Now comes the drought, a 
ceaseless dry spell that began 
last summer and could persist 
through much of 2013. 

Rainfall totals for 2012 were 
more than 10 inches below nor¬ 
mal, and the two-year total of 51 
inches is the fourth-lowest since 
record keeping began in 1895, ac¬ 
cording to the Oklahoma Clima¬ 
tological Survey. 

A few scattered showers have 
brought much-needed rain to 
the region in recent weeks,

but the entire county remains 
locked in extreme drought con¬ 
ditions, according to the U.S. 
Drought Monitor, a government 
service. 

Karen Krehbiel, who raises 
sheep and grows wheat and milo 
near Hinton, said her farm’s util¬ 
ity expenses more than doubled 
from about $15,000 in 2010 to 


$33,000 in 2012, mostly because 
of increased costs to irrigate 
parched fields. Sheep that tradi¬ 
tionally would graze on pasture 
land must be fed hay, making the 
operation still more expensive. 

“Because it was so hot and dry, 
even running irrigation all day, 
you couldn’t produce enough 
water,” said Krehbiel, who had 
to let 30 acres of alfalfa die in the 
field because she couldn’t afford 
to irrigate it. 

A pond on Krehbiel’s prop¬ 
erty still hasn’t returned to nor¬ 
mal since the 2007 flood burst a 
dam and sent the pond gushing 
downstream. And an apple, pear 
and peach orchard near her in¬ 
law’s home still bears the scars 
of an ice storm that took out doz¬ 
ens of trees. 

Cattle rancher Scott Brower 
said the drought is easily the 
worst natural disaster he’s ex¬ 
perienced. 

Even during the ice storm, 
his ranch was calving 100 heif¬ 
ers. But the drought “gets old 
in a hurry,” he said, citing the 
challenge of hauling a thousand 
gallons of water at a time out to 
pasture. 

Opitz said much of the land 
that he and his sons work is still 
recovering from the 2007 flood 
that sent the nearby Sugar Creek 
out of its banks. 


“This whole valley was un¬ 
derwater, from hill to hill,” said 
Opitz, whose grandfather start¬ 
ed a grain elevator in Binger in 
1903. 

The family had to buy a bull¬ 
dozer to repair all the ponds that 
were washed away, and the fields 
where they grow wheat and oth¬ 
er crops still have deep gulleys 
carved into them as a result of 
the flooding. 

If the drought doesn’t break 
soon, valuable grazing grass 
could die. 

“It will put several produc¬ 
ers out of business,” Opitz said. 
“That’s not just speculation. 
That’s a fact.” 

Across Oklahoma, the costs 
for various types of insurance 
— homeowners, automobile and 
crop — are going up because of 
the state’s proclivity for disas¬ 
ters. 

The higher rates are “the re¬ 
sult of the exposures that ex¬ 
ist here,” said John Wiscaver, a 
spokesman for Oklahoma Farm 
Bureau Insurance. 

As for Brower, he tries to stay 
upbeat and wait for relief that’s 
bound to come, eventually. 

“You just do the best you can 
do every day and hope it gets 
better,” he said. “We’ll get some 
moisture sooner or later. It will 
be our turn.” 


Some FSA farm programs sign-up periods have been extended 


Since the 2008 Farm 
Bill has been extended, 
the Farm Service Agency 
is making preparation for 
sign-up periods of some 
programs. 

The extended programs 
include the Direct and 
Counter-Cyclical Pay¬ 
ment Program (DCP) and 
the Average Crop Revenue 
Election Program (ACRE). 
FSA is preparing the fol¬ 
lowing actions: 

■ FSA will begin sign¬ 
ups for DCP and ACRE for 
the 2013 crops on February 
19, 2013. The DCP sign-up 
period will end on August 
2, 2013; the ACRE signup 
period will end on June 3, 
2013. 

■ The 2013 DCP and 
ACRE program provisions 
are unchanged from 2012, 
except that all eligible 
participants in 2013 may 
choose to enroll in either 
DCP or ACRE for the 2013 
crop year. This means that 
eligible producers who

were enrolled in ACRE in 
2012 may elect to enroll in 
DCP in 2013 or may re-en¬ 
roll in ACRE in 2013 (and 
vice versa). 

BEGINNING, LIMITED

Under these designated 
farm loan programs, FSA 
can provide financing to 
eligible applicants through 
either direct or guaranteed 
loans.

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Feb. 8,1973, Senate leaders named 
seven members of a select committee to 
investigate the Watergate scandal, includ¬ 
ing its chairman, Sen. Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C. 

On this date: 

In 1910, the Boy Scouts of America was 
incorporated. 

In 1922, President Warren G. Harding 
had a radio installed in the White House. 

In 1968, three college students were 
killed in a confrontation with highway 
patrolmen in Orangeburg, S.C., during a 
civil rights protest against a whites-only 
bowling alley. 

In 1971, NASDAQ, the world’s first elec¬ 
tronic stock exchange, held its first trading 
day. 

In 1989, 144 people were killed when an 
American-chartered Boeing 707 filled with 
Italian tourists slammed into a fog-covered 
mountain in the Azores. 

In 1993, General Motors sued NBC, al¬ 
leging that “Dateline NBC” had rigged two 
car-truck crashes to show that 1973-to-87 
GM pickups were prone to fires in side- 
impact crashes. (NBC settled the lawsuit 
the following day and apologized for its 
“unscientific demonstration.”) 

Ten years ago: In a jab at major U.S. al¬ 
lies, Defense Secretary Donald H. Rums¬ 
feld told a security conference in Munich 
that countries such as France and Germany 
that favored giving Iraq another chance 
to disarm were undermining what slim 
chance existed to avoid war. 

Five years ago: Latina Williams, a 
23-year-old nursing student at Louisiana 
Technical College in Baton Rouge, shot and 
killed two other students and then herself. 

One year ago: Kyle Dyer, an anchor for 
Denver station KUSA-TV, was seriously 
injured when she was bitten in the face by 
an 85-pound Argentine mastiff while con¬ 
ducting a live studio interview on the dog’s 
rescue from an icy pond.
